It were not altogither repugnant vn» 
to this matter, ifa queſtion were demaunded where fore God 
permitteth his Church tobe perſecuted by falſe Apoſtles, falſe 
teachers. Vt qui in vobis ſunt manifeſts ſiant, to this end, that their 
good and beſt men among you may be made manifeſt. A grea- 
ter puniſhment cannot be faled vpon vs then this, hen as God 
as Ang eaketh in his 19 ſermon de verbis Apoſtoli permitteth vs 
to be ſeduced by them, they which make a glorious ſhew of piety 
& religion: & in the end they bring both ſoule & body to cõfuſſõ 
Arrius deluded Irene the Empres with hipocriſie, Menno the A- 
nabaptiſt corrupted multitudes with the ſame, Caſtello infected 
with phariſaical leuen was the ouerthrow of himſelfe & his audi» 
ditory,and as Hirromoblcrueth writing to Luciluss, there is no he 
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tt, but carieth areſemblãce ofchriſtiã pi 
ety. The D. ſpake in paradiſe, but ho, in he forme ofa ſerpent. 
There is no place be it neuer ſo wel fenced & garded, but the de 
uil wil intrude himſelfe, & he that ſpake to Ada in paradiſe, in the 
likenes ofa ſerpẽt. to the which of Endor & to Saule in the likenes 


of Samwelto the Iews inthe like nes of Maſes to benefit himſelfe Seng ce-· 


wal eaſily be perſwaded to deceiue us to trãſforme himſelte into —— 7 . 


the lkenes of an angel oflight. Therfote it ſtãdeth vs vpõ to look 
into our own eſtate, not to addict our ſelues to dluerſities of do- 
Qrine &to be cariedaway withany blaſt, reſident in no one place 
hke wandering ſtarres and like Carius beeing alwaies in motion 
like the ragingwaues of the ſea, we caſt forth our owne ſhame. I 
ay that, ſaith the Apoſtle that each of you ſaith, I hold with Pau 
Jam with Cepbas , I am with Apollo, and what are all theſe 
but the miniſters of Chriſt. And in theſe daies the lamy of Englad 
is ſo preiudiciall, t hat if they once haue concemedan opinion of 
one preac her, preſẽtly they magniſie that one about the clouds, 
& labour to bring the otheri pt: ma is a good liver, a 
right Cephas,he canot abide circũciſion, no ceremonies, & Apolla- 
a mighty man in the ſcripture, able to put al my Lord B. in Englad 
to ſilęnce, what learning there is cõcealed in any oftheſeI know 
not, I come not hit her to diſgrace any: but wel I am aſſured, that 
this 2 applauſe of our laity, hath cauſed ſũdry meane ſchol 
lers to ſtep vp into the pulpit, the incõueniẽce whereof the right 
reuerend fathers the Biſhops of this land, haue totheir no ſinall 
griefe al ready found. And this malady S. Ang. found in his time 
as hee confeſſeth in his booke de anima ad Renatum, illud eft mo- 
leſtum c periculoaſum- vel pernicioſum, ſi cum landatur eloquenti- 
a ap ea in/ipientia vt in pr etwſo poculo brbatur peſtifera por io. This 
isa dagerous matter ſaith he, that one ſhai preſume ofhimſelfe ſo 
far ahoue his reach in that he is not able to performe halfe that is 
expected at his hãds, in the mean ſeaſon his ignorice is detected 
& his doctrine ſcorned, ſrom hence ſpringeth diuiſiõ ſcidalus to 
the church of God: the waring ofa decẽt garmẽt in the church as 
a Cap or a Suples is ſuperſtiti ous: vnlearned men haue we ſpred 
this in corners & vnlearned men maintaine it publikely that as 
Hierom vorit et li ad Demetruadem virgine fernemiſſir i in terrenis fri- 
£idkſſumt in caleſfibus ſumus & ſumma m rebus paruts exhibentes anthe= 
Fitaten ad maura tor peſc mus * things that doe not concerne vs 
34 we 
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weare very carefull but in matters that doe concerne vs, for tbẽ 
we take no care at all. Laber in his time found no incõuenicence 
in them, in ſo much that he vſed them. Eraſmus ad fratres inferio* 
ris Germanzie was ſo farre from condemning them, that he defen- 
ded chem, if Cali or Ber a haue exclamed agamſt them as abu- 
ſes ſcandalous. Vet Calame and Bez.a founde at the laſt that they 
might be vſed, and no offence at all in the vſing. Wherefore 


Be Ele ſhould we contend beloued ſo ſeriouſſy for nothing, & make our 
Grindallum ſelues ridiculous to the fight of the world, and to leaue that do-

we neither regarde the olde faieth, neither doe we labour to cõ- 
firme the new religion. & falta eſt fides temporum pot ius quam E- 
wangehorg,and our faith doth mare fit the preſent time, then the 
courſe of Scripture. Men and brethren, 1 haue beene ſomewhat 
long in theſe points, I will leaue them to your good conſiderati- 
on: in the meane time. let vs be aſſured of this, that God permit» 
teth this cockle and darnell to grow among vs. vntill in due time 
he flingeththem into the fire. And if wee perſiſt in theſe conten-

] will not defend any where he is faulty, we are full gorged, we 
haue aboundance, plenty is harbored among vs and there is no 
complaining in our ſtreetes. Our children they are brought vp i- 
dely, Iwill not ſay lewdly,tewe of the will follow there fathers in 
this ſpirituall function, & what is the reaſon thereof. Aſſure your 
ſelues beloued. our ſpirituall landes are turned into temporalles. 
hundreds by the yeare, are not ſufficient to maitaine them, this 
is ſcandalous to the eie of the multitude, and their diſordered 
lues are laied as heauy burdens vpon the backes of their aged pa 
rents.

ethE their hearts defire, he would per- 
mit them to be ſeduced by euery ſpirit, Doth God afflict his 
people by famine, vf on their repentaunce hee ſendeth abun 
dance: doth hee afflict them vvith peſtilence vpon their con” 
uerſion, the plague ceaſeth. Doeth hee atflift them with War 
God at their amendment, hee breaketh the bowe and ſpeare 
inſunder, and ouerthroweth all the chariots and horſemen of 
the AEgyptians, and cauſeth the violent vvaues of Jorden to 
returne backe warde, and deliuereth his people in great ſecu- 
rity from imminent dangers by the handes of Adoſes and Aa- 
ron.

This cauſed Sant eAwgnſtinein an Epiſtle that he writeth to Hoe 
noratus, to lament thefolly of certaine in his age: Nulla mbu- 
tua poetica drſciplma , Terentium ſme magiſtro artungere non auderet, 
he that is ignorant in poetry, hee will not preſume to take Te- 
rence in his hande — expounde him, eAier , Cornutus, Do- 
natus his interpreters are had in great reuerence and admira- 
tion vt quilibet pocta poſſit intelligi, for this cauſe that cuery Poet 
bee hee neuer ſo harde and obſcure, may the eaſier bee vn- 
derſtoode, Tu in ſanttos libros ſine duce irruis , & de his ſme 
preceptore andes ferre ſententiems ? Wilt thou then ſaieth 
eArgaſtine , becing vnlearned, vvithout a guide —

in histhirde booke de fa Gratienume, and Hieronw vvritin 
to Paulinus, is copious in this 3 and Les his Epiſt.3

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Aſpeak this the more confidently in tharthe Scrip- 
tures, are thought to be ſq eaſie, that the ſimpleſt mayread and 
vnderſtand them, and what hath followed, dmerſe haue prefer 
red their owne fantaſie before the right and perfect expoſition. 
Laymen haue in their nocturnall conuenticles preſumed to in- 
terprete the ſame, and the weaker ſort likewiſe, whom Sun Paul 
in any wiſe would not permit to teach, haue peruerted the ordi · 
narie meanes of ſaluation to their owne deſtruction. Demoſthenes 
a ſeruant and Cooke to Yalens the Emperour,intruding humſelfe 
intothat ſecret conference that the Emperour had ich Baſil, as 
you may reade in the tripartite hiſtory ,{1b.7.cap.36.had texts of 
Scripture ſo rife and copious in his mouth, that the old father be-

ir Cooke ſaieth he um eſt de pulmentary:s cogitare, non dogmata 
dixtina decoquere: Maſter Cooke ſait h he, if I be not deceiued, your 
office belongethtothe ſeaſoning of the pot, and in matters a 
perta ning to Gods Church you haue no intereſt, Reade belo- 
ued the holy Scriptures with feare and reuerence, preferre not a 
priuate interpretation before that which hath beene receaued, 
and is approued a truth. It anybe ignorant, let himrepaire to the

being of the ſeede of Alraham, they degenerate and are of che 
ſeede of Cam:deſcending lineally of Chant, they a theme 
ſelues ofthe ſeede of Antichriſt, de exhorrethall Chriſtians to 
remember the words ofthe Apoſtles of our Lord Jefus Chriſt, 
which tolde you. that in the later daies there ſhould come moc- 
kers,which ſhould walk according to their carnall defires:world. 
ly minded men hauing not the ſpirit. Our ſawour in the 18. of 
Lwukz,the ſon of man whe he cõmeth, doe you think that he ſhal 
find faich vpon the earth > And againe;take heede offalſe Pro- 
that come vnto you in ſheeps cloathing, yet inwardly they 
are rauening wolues, whereunto the Apoſtle addeth this, that 
they ſhall make merchandize of godlineſſe, and as our Sauiour 
ſpeaketh vnder a pretence of piety, they ſhall deuoure widowes 
houſes. Whoſoeuer,faieth Chriſt is not with me, is againſt me, & 
he that gathereth not with me, ſcattereth abroade:profeſſour of 
Chriſt and profeſſed enemies to Chriſt, gathering multitudes to 
| and diſperſers ofthem,whole ende ſhall be according to 
their workes. 
Chriſt is preached to many:beleeued of a fewe: ſome require dif. 
cipline in the Church of Chriſt, the whip of Chriſt is not exerci- 
ſed,the ſtreight way is laied open for euery paſſenger and liberty 
ſtandeth at the gate and offereth free acceſſe to euery one, peo- 
ple are incredulous, Maſter we would ſee a ſigne from thee + an 
extraordinary ſigne would ſufficiently approuethy doctrine.

Chriſt became ſinne, that is, hee offered ſhimſelfe to God 
the father a ſacrifice for ſinne, bee died for the ſinnes of the 
worlde: if any preſumptuous and blaſphemous mouth will 
ſaye, that there vvas ſinne in Chriſt. Anathema ft, let him 
bee accurſed, -L hope there is no preacher in E glaude will ſay 
ſo, if any haue affirmed it, that man is in the higheſt de- 
ee of hereſie and blaſphemy, and if he perſiſt in t he ſſame,
